W.P.A, ICLIEE JOB MONBY IS 
PROMISED SOUTH’S TENANTS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—An 
Alabama delegation said today the 
Works Progress Administration 
had promised to expedite its pro- 
gram to provide relief jobs tor 
low-income farmers in Southern 
States, 

Members of the group said the 
plan was designed to boost the in- 
comes of farmers and farm haads 
to at least a dollar a day, Admin- 
istrator Hopkins announced July 
21 he would endeavor to relieve 
distress in Southern rural areas 
by providing part-time employment 
for needy farmers, 

Governor Graves said 150,000 
persons in Alabama alone would 
be eligible for such jobs. He said 
Aubrey Williams, acting relief ad- 
ministrator, had ordered a survey 
of needs and suitable projects, 

The delegation included Graves, 
Senator Hill (D), Alabama; Rep- 
vesentative Hobbs (D), Alabama, 
and H. S, Geismer, the Governor's 
Washington representative, 

Graves said Williams made no 
promise about the number the 
WPA would employ immediately, 

“But he told me,” the Governor 
added, “he would get some of these 
people to work before I could get 
back to Alabama,” 

Graves said the plan was to in- 
crease the income of) persons so 
employed to equal that of low- 
scale WPA workers, 

The Governor and Senator Hill, 
here primarily for conferences with 
public works and WPA officials, 
said the PWA declined to give 
final approval to a $3,000,000 grant 
for construction of schools in Jeff- 
erson County until after next 
Tuesday's election on the bond 
issue to finance the county's share 
of the cost, 

Graves said the project was “in 


good shape,” and predicted the 
grant would be made if the bond 
issue carried, 


Graves and Hill also urged offi- 
cials to speed PWA allotnrents for 
& proposed construction program 
in State educational institutions, 
They include Alabama College at 
Montevallo, the Alabama Polytech-

By Flood and Hurricane; 
Many Killed And Injured 


Abating floods Saturday gave 
the North Atlantic States time to 
bury their hurricane dead—nearly 
500 in number—and begin the sor- 
ry task of rehabilitating the areas 
stricken by the worst storm dis- 
aster to befall the nation in a 
decade, 

Authorities in the seven atflict- 
ed states and at Washington mo- 
bilized every available resource of 
men and money, 

The most pressing problem in 
mopping up after Wednesday's 
hurricane scimitar of wind and 
tide that cost, half billion dollars 
ui property damage, was housing 
and feeding 12,000 distressed 
families, 

Prompt emergency health meas- 
ures by the Red Cross and other 
1elief agencies apparently ended 
the menace of a storm's grimmest 
aftermath, disease, 

Red Cross officials expressed the 
belief many bodies, buried beneath 
tons of shifting sand, will never 
be found, 

The subsiding of the rivers—and 
the absence of any report of wide- 
spread disease—was the only good 
news from the storm area, 

Direct damage remained impos- 
sible, but an arbitrary figure of 
half a billion dollars, based in part 
cn the official estimate of Govern- 
or Quinn that little Rhode Island 
alone had lost, $100,000,000 in prop- 
erty values, appeared conservative. 

No other State officials even at- 
tempted to guess in dollars and 
cents. 

The American Red Cross an- 
nounced that 12,000 New England 
and New York State families were 
in acute distress. Many of these 
were homeless—others were liv- 
ing under the rawest of emer- 
gency conditions. 

Falling river crests were report- 
ed from New Jersey, New York, 
Massachusetts and New Hamp- 
shire, Only in Connecticut, notab- 
ly at Hartford, was there immi- 
nent danger, 

In that city,.1,500 men fought 
with quiet desperation to hold the 
levee line against the Connecticut 
River. Along a half mile of river 
front they piled sandbags high, 
hoping to keep the inundated part 
of the city—already about a tenth 
of its total area—localized. 

The Red Cross said, meanwhile, 
that 7,000 persons had been moved 
from the city. 

In Rhode Island were centered 
the greatest horrors of the hurri- 
cane's aftermath. Revised figures 
put the dead in that State at, above 
225, and Governor Quinn, after 
surveying the destruction, appeal- 
ed directly to President Roosevelt 
for Federal aid. 

The Works Progress Administra- 
tion immediately dispatched 5,000 
workers for rescue duty. 

Whole settlements were smash- 
¢d; some families had not a single 
survivor. The gale, which was 
disclosed to have reached 120 
miles an hour, smashed the sea 
wall at Narragansett Pier. 


An army of 100,000 WPA work- 
ers, reinforced by thousands of 
volunteers, regular Army soldiers 
and national guardsmen, toiled far 
into Saturday night on the gigan- 
tic task of cleaning up the seven- 
state hurricane front where nearly 
500 known victims lay dead and 
scores of others were missing amid 
$500,000,000 property damage. 

Jackals of the storm — roving 
bands of looters—led Adj. Gen. 
Charles H. Cole of Massachusetts 
to issue “shoot to kill” orders to 
national guardsmen. 

As the reconstruction work went 
forward, General Cole rushed 250 
guardsmen to Cape Cod to stamp 
out reported looting of rich es- 
tates at Falmouth, Gray Gables, 
Bourne, Buzzard’s Bay and Mash- 
pee. 

“It is open and bold-faced,”’ Cole 
said, “At such a time as this, 
nothing is more despicable. I have 
issued orders to shoot to kill.” 

Officials estimated damage in 
Rhode Island, New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts at more than $130,- 
000,000. 

State and Federal authorities 
rushed tons of food, blankets and 
medical supplies to the wide-spread 
stricken areas, where 12,000 fam- 
ilies were homeless. 

Crowning the three-day ordeal 
of stunned tragedy and desolation, 
fears of possible disease epidemic 


is exhausted,

persons against typhoid fever at 
Adams, Mass., and town officials 
at Ware, Mass., where drinking 
water reservoirs gave way, asked 
for 200 vials of anti-tetanus vac- 
cine, 

Slowly ebbing flood waters gave 
the “mop up” legions a chance 
to bury the dekd and sift through 
mountains of debris for the bodies 
of scores still missing. 

Tree-clogged highways and 
wrecked lines of communication 
prevented a final accurate assess- 
ment of the life and property loss, 
but many officials agreed it was 
the area’s worst storm disaster— 
striking with appalling suddenness 
Wednesday as it howled out, of the 
tropics and raced along the At- 
lantic Seaboard—in more than a 
century, 

In New England alone, telephone 
company officials said 250,000 
miles of wire would have to be 
replaced, 

Airplane observers reported New 
Hampshire's tall pines and birch 
trees were leyelled by the hun- 
dreds. 

The little community of Peter- 
boro, N. H., still isolated, reported 
by radio that its losses by fire, 
flood and hurricane totalled more 
than $1,000,000,

BILL FOR INJUNCTION WRIT 
DISMISSED BY JUDGE PARKS 


The bill of complaint filed in 
Equity Court here by Mrs, Pearl 
Clark, seeking an _ injunction 
against the municipal election held 
last Monday, was dismissed by 
Judge W. L. Parks after the hear- 
ing Thursday morning in Troy.

“Now, therefore, it is ordered, 
adjudged and decreed by the 
Court, that ground of demurrer 
number one, be, and same hereby 
is sustained to said bill; and, the 
Court, having no jurisdiction in the 
cause, the bill of complaint is here- 
by dismissed and the complainant 
taxed with the costs, for which 
execution may issue,

enter the schools, 
The anntal teachers institute 


for all white teachers in the coun- 
ty was held in the auditorium of 
Elba High School Saturday, Coun- 
ty Superintendent A, C, Dunaway 
presided at the institute and 
among the speakers were; Dr, 
C. M. Dannelly, superintendent of 
Montgomery schools; Dr. J. B. 
Hobdy, of the State Department 
of Education; Mr. W, M, Peacock, 
assistant State Supervisor of Na- 
tional Youth Administration; Mr. 
W. L. MeArthur, FSA director for 
Coffee County; Prof. Auxford Sar- 
tain, of State Teachers College, 
Troy. 

Prof. Olen D, Roberson, of New 
Brockton, was elected president 
of the Coffee County Teachers As- 
sociation at a meeting held imme- 
diately after noon recess. Other 
activities of the afternoon were 
group meetings, at which several 
groups discussed problems affect- 
ing their work for the year, About

WH ARK ALL AMERIOANS 


There seems to be a tendency 
on the part of states and munici- 
palities to discriminate against 
people from cther communities 
who come seeking employment or 
the opportunity to engage in busi- 
ness or industry, How widespread 
this tendency is, and how far it 
serves its avowed purpose of bene- 
fiting the “old” residents and busi- 
nesses of the communities which 
discourage the inflow of new blood 
we have no means of knowing, 
But in even the slightest degree 
i{ seems like o dangerous and un- 
American trend, 

There have been so many forces 
at work to break down the rights 
of individual states and wipe out 
slate boundaries that this recent 
trend may be nothing more serious 
than @ last-stand effort to reassert 
state sovereignty. But if carried 
out to its logical conclusion, no 
cne Who has not been a resident 
of a state long enough to acquire 
& voting residence would be per- 
mitted to work there, in public or 
private employment, or to oper- 
ate a business, 

The strength of America has 
been derived from the migratory 
traits of its people. We have be- 
come a great nation, the wealthi- 
est and most powerful in the 
world, because we are the largest 
area of land anywhere in the world 
in which there are no tariff or 
other artificial barriers, to prevent 
any citizen from traveling at will 
over the whole nation and working 
at his trade or profession wherever 
he can find opportunity. No Amer- 
ican has ever had to show his 
passport and identification papers 
whenever he leaves his home to 
visit another city or state, as prac- 
Ucally every European has to do. 

This liberty of movement and 
freedom to seek and seize oppor- 
tunity is one of the most precious 
liberties which the American peo- 
ple enjoy, It ought not to be cur- 
tailed on any absurd theory that 
people who come from other parts 
of the nation are “foreigners,’’ and 
that their rights of residence and 
labor are inferior to those of any 
other American, wherever they 
live and vote. 

All of the wars and rumors of 
wars under which Europe lives in 
a constant state of terror have 
their roots in precisely that nar- 
row state of mind, 


THE WORLD OF TOMORROW 


A survey of the America of the 
future has been made by the Na- 


tional Resources Committee in. 


Washington, on the basis of the 
Census Office reports of popula- 
tion statistics, It is probably as 
accurate as any forecast ever is, 
which is no guarantee that its 
conclusions are correct. But it is 
always of interest to try to peer 
into the future. 

The facts disclosed by the Com- 
mittee seem to indicate that the 
United States is rapidly approach- 
ing the ultimate peak of our popu- 
lation. In another ten or twelve 
years, say around 1950, births and 
deaths will balance each other, 
and the population will be stabil- 
ized at about 145 millions, More 
of them will be elderly, fewer 
young people. 

Right now the high schools and 
colleges of the nation are over- 
crowded. The children born of 
marriages right after the war are 
filing them, There were more 
babies born in America in 1921 
than in any year before or since. 
So for a dozen years from now 
cn there will be more marriages, 
more new homes needed, more ba- 
bies born, as thsee young folk set 
up their own families, 

But the birth-rate is declining, 
and from 1950 on the annual in- 
crease in population will grow 
Smaller and smaller, At the same 
time, the average life of Ameri- 
cans is becoming longer and long- 
er. So the time seems to be ap- 
proaching when there will be 
twice as many elderly people as 
there are now and a third or a 
half fewer young people. 

Such changes will have wide 
economic effects. Businesses which 
cater to the young will decline, 
Businesses which supply commodi- 
ties to older people will grow. 
There will be less demand for mwk 
and for children’s clothing, more 
for things which provide comfort 
tor the middle-aged, 

That is what the future looks 
like now. Nobody can guess what 
may happen to change the pic- 
ture, But it is something inter- 
esting to think about,

Lesson for October 2 
THE ONE TRUE GOD 


LESSON TEXT—Exodus 20;2, 9; Isa- 
inh 45:22; Mark 12:28-34; I Corinthians 
8:46 


GOLDEN THXT—And thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thine heart 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
might,—Deuteronomy 6:5, 


Today we begin a series of stud- 
{es which should be of unusual val- 
ue, a consideration of the Ten Com- 
mandments in the Hight of the teach- 
ings of Jesus and related New Testa- 
ment passages, It is appropriate to 
point out that, far from being out 
moded, the Ten Commandments are 
really the basis of all moral law, 
They need a diligent re-study and 
re-emphasis {n our day of disre jard 
of moral standards, As interpreted 
by the Lord Jesus and applied to our 
daily Hving, the truth of these com- 
mandments should be brought home 
to every boy and girl and man and 
woman in our Bible schools. 

The lessons begin at the right 
point, for the first commandment 
properly deals with our conception 
of God. What a man thinks about 
God determines his entire outlook 
on life. We begin right when we de- 
clare that there is but one God. 

I. The Truth Stated—There Is One 
True God (Exod. 20:2, 3). 

Jehovah means ‘I will be what I 
will be,” or “I am that I am.” 
(Bxod. 3:14). His very name de- 
clares God to be the self-existent, 
eternal one, How infinitely gracious 
then is the use of the word ‘thy’ 
in verse 2! He—the great I AM—is 
my God. 

There are many things concern- 
ing which we do not speak dogmati- 
cally. There are even Christian 
doctrines about which spiritual and 
earnest men may honestly differ, 
but regarding God we say with ab- 
solute assurance and complete ex- 
clusiveness—there is but one true 
God. If He is what He claims to 
be, if God is not to be declared to 
be a liar, then it is beyond the realm 
of possibility that there could be any 
other God. Hear it, ye men and 
women of America who in an en- 
lightened land and age bow down in 
heathenish worship “‘before the god 
of gold, the god of self, the god of 
wine, the god of success, the god 
of fame, the goddess of pleasure, 
the god of licentiousness.’’ The one 
true God says, “I am Jehovah... 
thou shalt have no other gods be- 
fore me.” 

I. The Truth Explained. 

1. God is our Deliverer (Exod. 
20:2). He who brought Israel out 
of the bondage of Egypt ts the one, 
and the only one who can deliver 
men from the bondage of sin, If 
you think that a sinner is not in 
bondage read Titus 3:3 and Romans 
6:16 and then read the verses fol- 
lowing in both passages, and not 
only see but follow the way of de- 
liverance. 

2. God is our Savious (Isa. 45:22). 
Again note that ‘‘there is none else”’ 
who can save, “Neither is there 
salvation in any other: for there is 
none other name under heaven giv- 
en among men, whereby we must 
be saved’’ (Acts 4:12). 

It was this verse that led one of 
the world's greatest preachers, 
Charles Haddon Spurgeon, to accept 
Christ as his Saviour when he was 
just a humble lad. Perhaps some 
boy or girl who reads these lines 
may do likewise, and become 
great instrument in God's hand. 
Teacher, perhaps the Spurgeon of 
the next generation will be in your 
class today. Win him for Christ! 

3. God is Love (Mar 12:28-34). In 
I John 4:8 the truth is stated in all 
its glorious simplicity. ‘'God is 
love.’ He not only loves us, and 
calls on us to love Him, and enables 
us to love both Him and our neigh- 
bors, but He ‘‘is love.’’ Love is of 
the very essence of God's nature. 
He is the source of all true love. 
He is love. 

It was for this reason that Jesus 
replied to the question of the scribe 
as He did, directing the whole life of 
man into love toward God and his 
fellow man. 

It is worthy of careful note and 
emphasis in our teaching that the 
recognition and appreciation of this 
truth on the part of the scribe 
brought him near to the Kingdom 
of God, but not into it. He was 
“not far from,’’ but he was not in 
it. It is terrifying to think how 
close men may come to entering 
without doing so. Reader, have you 
entered into eternal life through 
Jesus Christ? 

4. God is our Father (I Cor, 8:4-6). 
Paul is speaking of the eating of 
eat offered to idols, and points 
out that such false gods are really 
nothing. This is true not only of the 
idols of wood and stone, but of su- 
pernatural beings, demons wor- 
shiped by primitive peoples. There 
are such spirit beings, active even 
in our day in such cults as spirit- 
ism, but they are not divine, not 
true gods (vy. 5). 

The true God is a Father, yes 
“the Father,"’ of whom are all 
things and we in Him (v. 6). As 
there is but one God, there is also 
but one Lord, Jesus Christ through 
whom the one God has wrought all 
things, and through whom we alsa 
come to God, If we have Christ 
we have all; if we have not Him 
we have nothing.

IS NEED OF FARMER 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—"In the 
United States we have very defi- 
nitely before us the problem of 
maintaining a market for our ex- 
port cotton, while at the same 
time we enable our cotton farm- 
ers to live better than they have 
in the past, More international 
exchange of goods is probably the 
principal need of the cotton farm- 
er of the United States,’ Secre- 
tary Wallace of the United States 
Department of Agriculture stated 


recently, 


“But the cotton farmer sees no 
virtue in putting eight million 
hales of cotton on the world mar- 
ket year after year if that means 
he must accept an unprofitable 
price of five cents a pound for it,” 
he said. “There is no gain to the 
cotton farmer, and none to the 
country either, in the long run, 
in destroying the hills of the South 
by overplowing merely to supply 
the cotton exporters of the United 
States and the cotton importers 
of the rest of the world with 5-cent 


cotton, 


“We do propose in the United 
States to make our cotton pro- 
duction methods as efficient as 
possible,’ Mr, Wallace continued. 
“By producing on the richer lands 


which can be protected from ero- 
sion, by using the most approved 


varieties of cotton which we are 


rapidly discovering through an in- 


tensive research program, and by 


reducing pest and other hazards, 


I believe we are going to be able 
to meet fair competition from any | 
country in the world, provided we 
follow a sensible lending policy 
and provided our tariff policy with 


regard to the bulk of our imports 
is such as to enable foreigners to 
cbtain the necessary dollar pur- 
chasing power to pay for our cot- 
ton surplus. 

“The statement which I have 
made with respect to cotton ap- 
plies in principle to our other ex- 
portable agricultural products,” 
said Secretary Wallace. ‘We be- 
lieve we can meet legitimate com- 
petition from the world in cotton, 
wheat, lard, tobacco, and many 
kinds of fruits. I believe that by 
following our  trade-agreements 
program we can build up a sound 
foreign market for a considerable 
volume of agricultural exports, 
and I think we can fill that mar- 
ket in competition with un-subsi- 
dized exports from other nations.” 


SELECTION OF FEEDS IMPOR- 
TANT IN GROWING TURKEYS 

AUBURN, Ala.—Turkey grow- 
ers need to be very careful about 
what they feed since some feeds 
can spoil the eating quality of tur- 
key meat, said John E. Ivey, ex- 
tension poultryman, today in ad- 
vising growers that it is time to 
start priming turkeys for market, 

“In feeding for market,” says 
Mr. Ivey, “avoid feeds that, you 
know are likely to produce off- 
flavor or dryness.” Research in- 
dicates that some fish oils and fish 
meats are likely to cause off-flav- 
ors. So Mr, Ivey recommends that 
“all fish products be kept out of 
the diet of turkeys during the 
ast 12 weeks before marketing.” 
“Other good protein supple- 
ments can take the place of fish 
meal,” he says, “and sunshine can 


take the place of fish oils after 
turkeys get beyond the age of 
eight weeks. You don’t have to 
take any chances with fish meals 
and oils during the last 12 weeks 
when turkeys are finishing off foy 
market. However, if you have to 


use a fish meal, sardine meal 
seems to be the safest.” 

Among feeds known to produce 
high quality in turkey meat, corn 


seems to be ahead of all other 


grains with oats and wheat next 
in order, “Finish in young tur- 
keys comes only with maturity,” 


says Ivey, ‘and you can hasten 


maturity by feeding plenty of pro- 
tein, minerals, and vitamins. Or, 
in other words, by feeding a well- 
balanced growing diet of dry mash 
and scratch grains,”

WINTER CARE OF 
COWS IMPORTANT 


AUBURN, Ala. — Dairying can 
be made profitable this coming 
winter if dairymen will take good 
care of their cows, declares F. W 
Burns, Extension livestock spe- 
cialist, 

Essential points that must be 
kept in mind if best results are 
to be obtained from dairying are 
listed by Mr. Burns as: 

1. Well ventilated, dry stables 
insure good health and good work 
on the part of the cow. 

2. Free access to clean water 
and salt should be had at least 
twice daily. 

3. Do not require cows to stand 
in yards or fields on cold rainy 
days, It takes feed to keep cows 
warm, 

4, Reserve the best feed for 
fresh cows but do not let dry 
cows become thin. Cows that are 
thin at calving time never have 
a chance to do their best.

SUGGESTED WINTER CATTLE 
RATIONS LISTED BY DR. SUGG 


AUBURN, Ala.—Suggested ra- 
tions for beef cattle during the 
winter to keep them in best con- 
dition are given for Alabama farm- 
ers today by Dr. R. S. Sugg, beet 
cattle specialist of the Alabama 
Extension Service. Any one of 
these rations is good for dry cows, 
heifers and stocker breeders, he 
states, adding that home-grown 
roughage, low-grade hay, velvet 
beans in the field and cottonseed 
hulls are all important. 

Rations are: (1) Velvet beans 
grazed in field; (2) stacked John- 
son grass with access to hay field; 
(3) grass hay, 15 to 20 pounds, 
and cottonseed meal, 1-to 2 pounds 
per head daily; (4) silage, 30 to 
85 pounds, and cottonseed meal, 
1 to 2 pounds daily per head; 
(5) grass hay, 15 pounds, and 
legume hay, 5 pounds per head 
daily; (6) soybean, cowpea, pea- 
nut or other legume hay, 15 to 20 
pounds per head daily; (7) cotton- 
seed hulls, 15 to 20 pounds, and 
cottonseed meal, 1 to 2 pounds 
daily.

an effort to reduce the surplus 
of cotton we now have on hand, 
When we reduce the surplus of 
cotton now on hand the price of 
cotton per pound will increase and, 
therefore, your income from this 
crop should likewise increase, The 
Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 
istration is also trying to induce 
you to reduce your annual fertiliz- 
er bill, They are offering to pay 
you to plant soil building crops 
such as Austrian Winter peas and 
hairy vetch. These crops will re- 
duce your annual fertilizer bill. 

We believe you will agree that 
the Government is going the limit 
to help us get a better income and 
to reduce our enormous fertilizer 
bill. Therefore, we urge you to 
make your plans now to plant 
some Austrian Winter peas or 
vetch between now and October 
15. By doing this you will need 
less fertilizer next year and you 
can increase the yield per acre of 
the crop that follows the Austrian 
Winter peas, Both will add to 
your income. 

In Planting Austrian Winter 
Peas or Vetch, would suggest that 
you follow the suggestions below: 

1. Plant in September or first 
half of October. 

2. Plant 30 pounds per acre of 
Vetch seed or 40 pounds per acre 
of Austrian Winter pea seed. 

8. Fertilize both crops with 500 
pounds of basic slag per acre, 

4, Seed should be inoculated if 
planted on a given area for the 
first time. 

5. A suggested method of plant- 
ing would be to sow the seed 
broadcast in cotton middles and 
run a ‘“middle-buster’ down the 
middle, 

Remember the Government pay- 
ment for planting and fertilizing 
peas and vetch is $1.50 per acre 
for planting and $1.50 per 500 
pounds of slag used. You can 


collect this amount up to your 


total soil building allowance. 
Eleven bushels of corn alone 
are required to produce 100 pounds 
of pork. Six bushels of corn and 
50 pounds of a mixture of equal 
parts of tankage and cottonseed 
meal will do the same thing. At 
current prices of tankage and cot- 
tonseed meal 50 pounds of this 
supplement costs around a dollar, 
Ti will pay the hog raiser to use 
supplement unless he can produce 
corn for 20 cests a bushel, says 
F. W. Burns, animal husbandman, 


if a barrel is used and from eight 
to 15 pounds if a bin, crib, or 
store room is used, depending upon 
the tightness of the room. Close 
the room or container tightly and 
do not disturb for 36 hours, Open 
the room after this time and allow 
the seed to air out thoroughly. 
Then store in containers or heavy 
sacks to keep other weevils out. 

If the seed are perfectly dry and 
mature before fumigation the feed- 
ing qualities or germination will 
not be injured by the process. The 
weather should also be fairly warm 
at the time of fumigation since 
the carbon disulphide gases are 
more likely to penetrate the pile 
of seed in warm or hot weather, 
Most seed should be fumigated 
soon after harvest. 

The main precaution to take 
with carbon disulphide is to keep 
fire of any kind away, because the 
chemical is highly explosive. 

Copies of the leaflet giving full 
particulars on weevil control meas- 
ures may be obtained by writing 
to the Alabama Experiment Sta- 
tion and asking for the leaflet 
“Control of Insects in Stored 
Grains, Peas and Beans.” 


LESPEDEZA SERICEA IS 
PROMISING HAY CROP 

BELLE MINA, Ala.-—Lespedeza 
Sericea is one of Alabama’s most 
promsiing hay crops to take care 
of the increasing numbers of live- 
stock on the State’s farms, be- 
lieves Fred Stewart, superintend- 
}ent of the Tennessee Valley branch 
lstation of the Alabama Experi- 
ment Station. 

Mr. Stewart has produced more 
than two tons of hay per acre 
with this leguminous hay crop. 
The hay is of extra fine quality 
and feeding experiments have 
shown that livestock is exceeding- 
ly fond of it. It is produced at 
\very low cost and will grow on 
|}most of the soils of the State. 

Tests at the Sand Mountain sub- 
station at Crossville have also re- 
sulted in outstanding growth and 
adaptability of lespedeza sericea 
jas an econimical hay to be grown 
for winter feeding. 

County Agent G. B. Phillips of 
Limestone County says in his es- 
timation this is Alabama’s hay 
crop of the future. With more at- 
tention being given in the State 
to additional livestock this dis- 
covery should prove highly bene- 
fical to Alabama farmers.

| AGRICULTURAL 
ADJUSTMENT 


ALABAMA 


By A. W. JONES, Administra- 
tive Officer 


AUBURN, Ala, In trying to 
find & solution to the economic 
problems and especially the agri- 
cultural worries of the cotton 
Srowing South, probably our great- 
ost danger and weakness is our 
difficulty in seeing the entire prob- 
lem and determining the ultimate 
end of the various plans and cours+ 
es of action offered, All of these 
Pians look good at fitst sight. We 
iso fail to recognize some of the 
steps that are important contrib- 
Uting factors to the proper solu. 
lion of the problem, 

There are several pians being 
advanced as more adapted to the 
needs of the South than the pres- 
ont Agricultural Adjustment Act, 
armers and others interested in 
the welfare of Alabama should 
make it their business to get cor- 
rectly in mind a conception of: 
(1) what the major problems of 
the South are; (2) the conditions, 
circumstances, and factors that 
have led to the development of the 
problem; and (8) a sensible and 
logical program leading to a solu- 
tion of these difficulties, We should 
have full and free discussion on 
the complications we find ourselves 
c¢nmeshed in and what is the most 
balanced course of action to take 
in correcting these complications, 

A few of these might be listed 
us follows: 

(1) What kind of a program 
will aid farmers most in providing 
an abundant living, producing suf- 
ficient cotton for domestic and 
export demands, and conserving 
our soil resources, 

(2) What kind of a program 
will aid cotton farmers most in 
getting their fair share of the na- 
tion’s income, 

(3) What could we expect of 
the domestic allotment plan for 
cotton if it were adopted? 

(4) What preblems do we have 
with relation to cotton exports, 

(5) What has been the effect 
of this and foreign countries’ credit 
and financial policies on our cot- 
ton trade? 

(6) What is the cotton farm- 
€r’s interest in this country's trade 
and tariff policies? 


All of us remember one of the] 


first simple childhood fables told 
to us, that of the agreement of all 
the birds to come together for a 
demonstration in nest building, It 
is recalled that this was accurate- 
ly planned and each step was to 
be carefully explained and follow- 
ed from the clearing off of the 
place on the ground where the 
nest was to be built until ithe soft 
downy inside was finished. 

However, on the day that the 
birds came together and as the 
lesson progressed, many became 
impatient and flew away. Others 
were not willing to stay and see 
the finish; others thought they 
had learned sufficiently after the 
first step; and still others thought 
they had better individual plans. 
The result was that many birds 
drifted away after. each step and 
so build their nests today, stopping 
with the last step learned. The 
whippoorwill merely selects a clean 
place on the ground and lets some 
of its eggs roll away and conse- 
quently is a rare bird, The simple- 
minded dove makes a mere bed 
of sticks, but the most sensible 
and hardy of all birds, the penguin, 
completes the nest for its young 
with a lining of the softest feath- 
ers plucked from its own breast. 

The moral of this is, of course, 
to be thorough, learn all there is 
useful about the problem at hand, 
follow carefully a well planned 
procedure, consider all the factors, 
and make a complete and satis- 
factory finish of each job. 

Let us be sure that in our at- 
tempts to build a more satisfac- 
tory economic structure for our- 
selves that we are not leaving’ out 
sOme important considerations. 
Let us be sure that we are follow- 
ing step by step a sound and log- 
ical procedure that will give us 
in the end the kind of security 
which we all agree that we need, 

From time to time we would 
like to discuss in this column some 
of these economic factors which we 
feel are so important to everyone,
